The  tenseness  which  prevails  in  Jew- 
ish political  affairs  in  Palestine  and 
Europe  is  reflected  on  this  continent  in  a 
grim  determination  on  the  part  of  all 
thinking  Jews  to  lend  such  support  as 
they  can.  True,  we  can  not  take  part  in 
the  historic  congresses  and  conferences 
at  which  the  destiny  of  our  people  is 
being  shaped,  we  do  not  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  actual  participation  in  the 
work  of  rescue  and  rehabilitation  among 
the  displaced  Jews  of  Europe,  and  we  are 
not  called  upon  to  carry  out  the  arduous 
tasks  that  fill  the  everyday  life  of  the 
Jews  in  Palestine.  But  there  is  a feel- 
ing among  the  Jews  on  this  continent 
that  they  must  assist  in  the  solution 
of  their  people’s  problem,  and  they  feel 
impelled  to  identify  themselves  with  the 
currents  of  thought  and  action  which 
are  sweeping  the  world. 

In  the  past  years  we  have  tried  hard 
to  influence  the  trend  of  events;  we 
have  attempted  to  strenghten  our  own 
Zionist  organizations,  we  have  intensified 
educational  programs  among  our  own 
young  people,  and  by  means  of  demo-

cratic  political  action  we  have  presented 
our  case  to  the  non- Jewish  public.  At 
the  same  time  we  have  continued  with 
our  fund-raising  activities,  and  have 
achieved  higher  goals  in  each  succeeding 
year. 

The  present  dismal  polical  impasse  is 
discouraging  considering  all  the  time 
and  effort  that  have  been  expended  in 
enlightening  the  public  mind  about 
Zionism.  Equally  disheartening  is  the 
fact  that  the  Yishuv  is  strained  in  try- 
ing to  carry  on  its  work  of  construction 
in  the  face  of  banditry,  brigandage  and 
military  constraint. 

But  the  wonder  of  it  is  that  the  work 
of  building  the  Jewish  national  home 
goes  progressively  forward  day  by  day 
and  every  day.  New  immigrants  arrive, 
new  colonies  are  founded,  more  crops 
are  raised,  and  resources  of  all  kinds 
ever  increase.  This,  the  most  encourag- 
ing and  durable  phase  of  all  our  activi- 
ties, is  made  possible  only  through  the 
money  that  we  raise.  If  everything  else 
seems  to  have  failed,  we  can  at  least

point  to  concrete  achievement  in  Pales- 
tine, the  direct  result  of  funds  contri- 
buted to  the  Jewish  National  Fund  and 
the  Palestine  Foundation  Fund. 

As  the  United  Palestine  Appeal  and 
Youth  Aliyah  Campaign  gets  under  way 
during  the  next  few  weeks,  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Community  will  have  its  oppor- 
tunity to  cement  the  partnership  that 
exists  between  us  and  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity of  Palestine.

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ELEVATING  STANDARDS  OF 
RELIGIOUS  FUNCTIONS 

The  New  York  Board  of  Jewish  Minis- 
ters on  whose  Executive  Board  our 
Rabbi  served  prior  to  his  coming  to 
Ottawa,  has  adopted  the  following  re- 
commendations regarding  engaged 
couples  and  the  wedding  ceremony: 

1.  A courtesy  to  the  Rabbi  on  the  part 
of  couples  who  have  become  engaged  is 
to  inform  the  Rabbi  of  the  happy  event 
to  receive  his  blessing  and  congratula- 
tions. 

2.  Dates  for  weddings  at  which  the 
Rabbi  is  to  be  invited  to  officiate  should 
as  far  as  possible  not  be  set  without  first 
consulting  him. 

3.  The  Rabbi  must  interview  the  en- 
gaged couple  sometime  before  the  wed- 
ding is  to  take  place,  particularly  in  the 
case  of  couples  who  are  strangers  to  the 
Rabbi,  in  order  that  the  Rabbi  should  be 
satisfied  that  there  are  no  religious  ox- 
civil  impediments  to  the  mai-riage  and  to 
acquaint  the  couple  with  the  significance 
and  the  details  of  the  mari'iage  cere- 
mony. 

4.  Engaged  couples  are  to  be  encour- 
aged to  follow  the  Jewish  tradition  of 
attending  Sabbath  Sei-vices  with  the 
members  of  their  families  before  the  wed- 
ding day.  On  this  Sabbath,  the  Rabbi  may 
offer  a Special  Benediction  for  the  couple. 
The  pi-e-nuptial  px-ogram  of  the  couple 
should  take  cognizance  of  this  ti-adition 
and  should  keep  this,  date  free  for  at- 
tendance at  the  Synagogue. 

5.  No  secular  songs  or  music  should  be 
sanctioned  during  the  marriage  ritual, 
but  a song  or  songs  may  be  rendered 
prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  Pro- 
cessional. 

6.  No  photographs  whatsover  are  to  be 
taken  of  the  mai-riage  ceremony  during 
the  conduct  of  the  ritual.  If  any  photo- 
gx-aphs  are  desired,  they  may  be  taken 
of  the  Processional  or  Recessional,  or  of 
the  Breaking  of  the  Glass. 


BOOK  NOTES 

by  Deborah  Lifschutz 

THIEVES  IN  THE  NIGHT.  By  Arthur 
Koestler.  Toronto.  Macmillan  Company. 
1946.  357  pages. 

In  his  usual  masterly  and  distin- 
guished style,  Arthur  Koestler  has  given 
us  a challenging  story  of  modern  Pales- 
tine. For  a long  time  we  had  been  look- 
ing forward  to  this — the  story  of  the 
Jewish  struggle  for  national  recognition 
in  Palestine  today.  It  is  told  absor- 
bingly and  intensely. 

With  penetrating  understanding,  Mr. 
Koestler  gives  us  life  in  Palestine  from 
19o7-1939;  the  setting  up  of  a Kvutzah 
within  one  night,  warding  off  Arab 
attacks,  problems  that  arise  in  the 
compact  communal  life  of  people  stem- 
ming from  different  environments,  and 
the  solution  of  those  problems  for  the 
common  good. 

This  is  the  story  of  Joseph,  a young 
half-Jew,  driven  to  Zionism  by  an  un- 
fortunate experience  with  an  anti- 
Semitic  woman,  in  love  with  Dina  whom 
he  cannot  marry  because  of  her  bitter 
experiences  at  the  hands  of  the  Nazis, 
of  Simeon,  of  Bauman,  and  of  others,  all 
brought  together  from  different  parts, 
with  the  common  desire  to  rebuild  a life 
for  themselves  and  Palestine. 

Out  of  this  intense  book  emerges  the 
just  case  of  the  Jewish  people,  despite 
the  convincing  manner  in  which  the 
Arab  case  is  presented,  and  despite  the 
British  preference  for  the  Ai-abs  “be- 
cause they  are  more  easily  managed  and 
are  thus  better  material  out  of  which 
to  fashion  colonial  people.” 

THE  WORLD’S  GREATEST  SCRIP- 
TURES. By  Lewis  Browne.  Toronto,  Mac- 
millan Company  1946.  559  pages. 

Lewis  Browne,  whom  we  know  es- 
pecially for  his  ‘‘This  Believing  World”, 
brings  us  an  anthology  of  the  World’s 
holy  literature.  As  he  so  well  expresses 
it,  there  are  at  least  three  aspects  to 
every  great  x'eligion:  faith,  hope  and 
charity.  Faith  is  the  theology,  hope  is 
the  l-itual  and  charity  is  the  ethics.  What 
Lewis  Browne  has  done,  is  to  give  us 
the  ethical  element  in  each  religion,  the 
moral  laws  and  social  preachments.  For, 
while  men  may  differ  in  manner  of  wor- 
ship, they  all  agree  as  to  which  is  the 
humane  way  of  life,  and  the  best  man- 
ner of  living.  The  ethics  of  all  civiliza- 
tion is  the  common  denominator  in  all 
religions.  The  scriptures  of  all  major 
faiths  of  past  and  px-esent  are  here  re- 
px-esented.

Youth  desires  to  be  i-ecognized  for 
what  it  actually  is.  In  us  you  will  find 
powei-ful  forces — talents  now  latent,  but 
which  need  only  the  awakening  touch 
of  opportunity.  We  look  to  our  elders 
to  establish  the  fi-amework  within  which 
we  shall  build.  Let  us  know  your  de- 
mands, and  you  will  find  us  ready — 
eager — to  prove  oui-selves.  All  we  ask 
is  recognition  of  our  potentialities; 
then,  oppoi'tunity  to  employ  our  weapons 
of  creativeness. 

Youth  wants  social  and  i-ecreational 
facilities.  Youth  wants  cultural  and 
educational  facilities.  Youth  wants  Jew- 
ish education.  Youth  wants  more  inter- 
faith projects.  Youth  wants  vocational 
guidance.  Youth  wants  co-educational 
social  functions. 

Youth  wants  to  kixow  its  past,  its 
present  and  its  future;  whence  we  came 
and  where  we  are  going.  Jewish  youth 
cannot  expect  others  to  understand  until 
we  first  understand  ourselves. 

That’s  why  we  want  an  awai-eness 
and  understanding  of  the  Jewish  cultural 
heritage;  an  understanding  of  anti- 
Semitism,  its  cause  and  effect — its  mani- 
festations in  education,  employment  and 
social  life;  a knowledge  of  how  to  cope 
with  it.  That’s  why  youth  wants  posi- 
tive Jewish  cultural  and  educational  ex- 
perience, an  understanding  of  the  organi- 
zation of  Jewish  life  in  the  community, 
the  nation  and  the  world.  That’s  why 
youth  wants  to  be  taught  religious  signi- 
ficance and  the  role  they  play  in  our 
environment. 

We  as  youth  are  deeply  and  vitally 
concerned  with  social  and  political  is- 
sues. We  want  a voice  in  suppoi’t  or 
rejection  of  the  decisions  which  are 
directly  affecting  our  lives.  In  short, 
we,  as  thinking,  mature  individuals 
want  not  a condescending  pat  on  the 
head  and  an  occasional  smile — we  desire 
to  be  heard — our  influence  must  be  felt. 
We  want  endorsement  as  an  alive  and 
dynamic  powerhouse  of  ideas,  suggestions 
and  actions.  We  want  to  help  you  and 
ourselves  . By  educating  us  in  our  for- 
mative year's  in  the  ways  of  leadership 
and  constructive  thinking,  you  insure 
the  life  of  the  community,  for  you  pre- 
pare us  to  assume  the  jobs  of  direction 
which  time  shall  foi'ce  you  to  vacate. 

By  vii'tue  of  its  age,  youth  is  thought 
rash — reckless.  But  it  is  not.  This  im- 
patience— this  impetuosity — is  the  result 
of  inadequate  guidance  and  thwarted 
ambition. 

What  Youth  wants  is  “opportunity”. 
Will  you  give  us  that  chance? 


On  Wednesday,  February  5,.  we 
celebrate  Chamisho  Osor  B’Shvat, 
the  Jewish  Arbor  Day.  In  Palestine, 
the  Jewish  children  will  go  out 
and  plant  their  little  trees.  In 
the  Diaspora,  we  celebrate  by  eat- 
ing of  the  fruits  of  Palestine,  by 
pronouncing  the  blessing  "Sho-he- 
chayonu"  for  tho  fruits  as  yet  not 
oaten  during  the  year,  and  by 
purchasing  trees  in  Palcsting  thru 
the  Jewish  National  Fund.  Tho 
Talmud  refers  to  this  day  as  the 
Now  Year  of  the  trees. 

In  ancient  times  it  was  custo- 
mary in  Jerusalem  to  plant  a tree 
for  every  noiv  child  born  --  cedar 
(strong  and  tall)  for  a male^-and 
a cypress  or  pine  (fragrant  and 
gentle)  for  a female . Tho  trees 
wore  later  cut  down  and  used  as 
posts  for  the  canopy  (Chuppah)  at 
their  wedding  ceremony.

Jewish  knowledge,  inadequately  prepared 
to  meet  adult  Jewish  life. 

Courses  are  offered  in  the  following 
Departments:  Modern  Hebrew,  Jewish 
History,  Jewish  Philosophy,  Bible,  Zio- 
nism and  Music.  A curriculum  of  four 
years  study  leading  to  graduation  has 
been  planned. 

Sessions  are  held  Monday  and  Wed- 
nesday evenings  from  • 8.15  to  9.45 
o’clock.  Students  may  register  with  the 
office  of  the  High  School  by  calling  Rabbi 
Lifschutz  at  4-7086.
